dailies. Their headquarter* is never 
cloiu-d, and their campaign i* al¬ 
ways on. They are really not politi¬ 
cian*. tliey are religious fanatic*, 
devoted to the right* of man, and 
while they have no hojie of future 
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tinctly a CaUiolio party, organized 
for the purpose of looking aher thr" 
Catholic cause. Still, it must not 
bo assumed that all Catholic* in 
Germany arc hostile to the .Socialist 
(larty. The Catholic party is an old 
organization, and it is only natural 
that in a l*roteatant country it 
should receive much ijtrcngth from 
the Catholic population, but in spite 
of this fact the Socialist* have been 
gaining in the Catholic portion* of 
Germany almost as rapidly as in 
any other part. Munich, which ia 
almost wholly Catholic, send* a 
solid Socialist delegation, while the 
Phine district, wholly Catholic, 
sends many Socialist member*. True 
if ia that the Catholic clergy ia gen¬ 
erally ranged against the Sooialists, 
but this may be said almost the same 
of the Protestant clergy in Ger¬ 
many. 

When in I/mdon John Burns told 
me of a eonvemation he once had 
with Cardinal Manning. “When 
will the Catholic church attack S(v 
cialism?” asked Bums. “My son," 
answered the mistaken cardinal, 
“the Catholic church will never at¬ 
tack Socialism, but Socialism will 
attack the Catholic church.” There 
is doubtless an element of truth in 
thi* wise reply. All things new at¬ 
tack all things old, and it is not 
alone kings who must feel the blows 
of this n»w. great power, which 
stands for the equality of man. 

In tlio eoiintry districta .Soeiali.sm 
has had it* hardest fight, but here, 
too, it has . shown wonderful 
strength. In those portions of Ger-' 
many wlierc tUo . lan d is owned in 
large estates'nhi I " the farmers arc 
only laborer* it to. an easy task. 
Tho small famierTs not easy to con- 
vert... Still, the .S^ialisls have suc- 
eeerfed in carrying one of these dis¬ 
tricts hy u majority, and receiving 
a plurality in .severaJ more, and Iiave 
made great strides in the last five 
years. The country is always the 
last to accept new idea*, and. of 
course, il is farthest removed frmu 
the influeuoo of inaeiuncry and busi¬ 
ness centralization, whieli. after all, 
are the foundation stones of the So¬ 
cialist .strength. 

.\a against the agricultural dis¬ 
tricts. can he placed .staxony. Thi.s 
kingdom is almost wholly industrial, 
and lias twontv-thr<s’ members of 
parliament. Out of this number 
tlie Socialists clectc<i twcnly-two on 
llic first ballot, and were, defeated 
in the other one;on second ballot by 
an anti-.Semilic. 

In .spite of all the dra.stic mea¬ 
sure* which the German government 
ha* taken in-4he past, Sociali.sm i* 
today not only the greatest party in 
Germany, but tlie one for(;e that 
seriously thrcatcus the king* and 
tlie established constitutions of the 
l;.Dd. It lias already won to its 
siipporl tlic great body of working 
nieii, while [icople of ufl grade* of 
life and degrees of intelligence, 
from the liumblest workman to the 


purpose. Over and over again tnese 
early hnilders were sent to prison 
and exiled, but still they kept up 
the work. 

In thirty years this band of fan¬ 
atics has grown from a handful of 
outlawed men and women until at 
the last election it polled almost 
twice as many votes as any other 
party in the German empire. Then, 
when the new s^f thi* enormous vote 
was flashed around the world, the 
same wires

do. In this way .Socialism has 
grown respectable, and has changed. 

The Socialist party that polled 
such an enormous vote in Germany 
at tiio ia*t election is still the party 
of Marx and I.iasalle. It stands to¬ 
day for tlie whole program which 
tliese leaders taught, and which ha* 
lieen their platform since the party's 
birth.

“Xeithtr in Kngland nor on' the 
continent has the lawyer any such 
part in politictd affairs as in .Ameri¬ 
ca. In neither the Engliali or 
German parliament are on^uartor 
of the members lawyers, while with ns three-quarters would be nearer 
right I cannot help thinking that they are wiser abroad than we arc.” 

We quote the aboye from a newspaper letter written by an Amcri- 
ean lawyer now trayelling in Europe. 

Some years ago, and it may be the rase still, there was a law in 
England requiring that no butcher should be permitted to sit as n 
jnrer iMA murder trial. The theory waa that while butchers were 
penMtfV Ytrj eatimable—and necessary!—factors in our present day 
eiiiliiatian', s&l their trade was one that permitted no niceties of 
feeling aa to the taking of life and the shedding of blood. It was felt 
that to one habituated to the killing of sentient animals, the enormity 
of mnrder might net be so striking as to a person having soqie less 
sanguinary occupation. 

A somewhat analogous rase in this country is found in the long 
standing prorision of the Knights of ladmr foibidding saloonkeepers, 
lawyerk and bankers from joining the order, or reqoiring them to 
withdraw if Hist strayed into those rocations while members. Person¬ 
ally eatimable these men might be, but the Knights found that there was 
safety ii the rule and adhered to it. 

All this sort of thing proceeds from tlic convictiop that a man's 
Tocaticn tends 'to influence Ins conduct Primarily the TCnights spcci- 
fled these callings because they represented non-producUre labor, but' 
back of that, especially in the case of the lawyer, there was the belief 
that the man slalled in the snbl^ies of the law and the insincereties 
of legal practice might at times prove a menace to the sincerety of pur¬ 
pose that marked ine objects of the order. 

There are exceptions to all rules, but the lawyers from the very 
nature of their training and practice deserve only too well the reproach¬ 
ful nickname, applied to them by a wit of old, of “Messers. Either- 
sidcs.” Their calling prepares them to take any side of a question 
and to make sudden chan^ of “conrictions.” ITieir sincerety is un¬ 
der suapision. They are trained to be subtle, crafty, insinuating." to 
•ay things they do not believe with every show of’ candor and con¬ 
viction. Their work in court and in planning maneuvers for their 
rlionis tends to strongly develop these traits. They take to politics 
like a duck to a mill pond. It is tlieir element When the people’.s 
cause is not pled with sincerety great danger exists. ' 

One of the best and truest men that ever got into the Socialist 
movement in this country was a lawyer, bnt he was a lawyer with a ^ 
cialist ronscience. -And his advice, oft repeated, wa.4 “Don’t let the 
Socialist movement fill up with lawyer®.” 

It is rather a strange fact that the movement in tliis country has 
thus far attracted few lawyers. The capitalist |>anies present a better, 
field for their peculiar talents, so that those who did come to us were 
rather exceptional men, men of character enough to be safe in spite of 
their calling. JjCt u.s hope that the percentage will stay as it is at 
preset. 

The Socialist advance is a rugged, candid, clear-i'iit advance. It 
does not deal in subtleties. It does not need adroit language to con¬ 
vert the masses. What it thinks it says. Its motto is liorse-sense. It 
is scientific, it is plaioly demonstrable. It has no sophcstrics requir¬ 
ing'the arts of a dialectician to befog the common imderstandina

Child Labor ia Omaha. 

The Nebntakfl state iaixir I'ommlaaloD 
baa been for some time secretly invea- 
tignting the charge that child labor 
waa used to a large extent In the south 
Omaha packing houses, and ('oinmls- 
■loner Bush has now served notice on 
the packers which will release nearly a 
thousand childran between ten and 
fourteen yer.ra of age who have been 
working for amall wages. 

Most of the children are foreigners, 
and the largest of them receive as 
much aa 00 cents per day But a vost 
majority receive al>out half thnt 
amount. Of the total numt>er of chil¬ 
dren working IS per cent an* girls. 

Nebraska laws are very stringent re¬ 
garding tbc employment of child lobor. 
nnd after a conference between the 
packers pnd the cominlssioncr the for 
mer agreed todlacbarge all children un 
der fourteen within thirty days. 

Cudahy, Swift. Armour and the 
Omaha Packing company each employ¬ 
ed from ITS to 225 children.
